The government has taken the mat- 
ter seriously in hand, and a sum ot 
$300,000 has just bee* allotted to 
assist the hospitals which have been 
efjfaDjbhed by the local authorities 
ur various districts of the empire 
One of the difficulties of the situa- 
tion, however, is to find a sufficient 
number of doctors. The smallness 
of the salaries which can be paid, 
and the rough life which has to be 
endured when traveling about the 
villages in the interior of Russia, 
render any but young men unwill- 
ing to undertake the service. The 
dread of the liberal and socialist ten - 
dencies, which have manifested 
themselves so strongly among the 
medical students at the universities 
has caused the government of late 
years to put every obstacle in the 
Way of youths desiring to enter the 
medical profession. 
This short- 


sighted policy is now showing its 
natural results, and the cry on all 
sides is that there are no doctors.
